The message didn't repeat an 
earlier demand for the return of two 
hjjackers. 


TAIPEI - Taiwan is beginning an 
investigative hearing this week to deter- 
mine if formal charges will be made 
against two men who hijacked a Chinese 
airliner to Taiwan. 

That Taiwamn is even considering such 
charges significant in that Taiwan has in 
the past posted rewards for Chinese 
mailitary personnel who hijack military 
planes to Taiwan.

in SR, the young lad worked in a mission- 
ary-operated institution by day and studied 
English at night， He became interested in 
Western technology and science and 
decided to take up machine design. 
However, he found it was almostimpos- 
Sible to find aposituion as amachine Shop ap-

in California，But with the help of another 
Chinese, he found workinaNewYork ma- 
chine shop. Foreightyearshe workedby day 
and performed experiments at night athome. 
He constructed working models of electrical 
motors, addinganumber of his own techno- 
logical innovationSs，He also learned how to 
build a wireless telegraph machine. 
Returning to the Bay Area in 1906, Fong 


became interested in the then-fledgling avia- - 


ton technology. UnlikeTse, Fong was more 
interested 雇 heavier-than-air machines. 

With the backing of several Chinese mer- 

chants and aviation enthuslasts,he organized 
the Guangdong Machinery Manufacturing 
Co., andstarted aworkshopin Oaklandinthe 
fall of 1907，Working in great Secrecy and 
consulting onlyafew Chinese friends and 瑟 . 
William Nelle ofOakland, Fong completeda 
machineby May of 1908. Unfortunately,the 
trialflightfailed when theplane crashed. To 
add to his misfortunes,the workshop burned 
down. Butresuming hig work in amakeshift 
shedinawheat field, Fong doggedly worked 
onanotherbiplane. However,this Second air- 
craft was unsuccessful in 和 ve attempts. 


ATRIUMPHANT FLIGHT 

Fong's unflagging determination was 和- 
nally Tewarded, when on Sept. 23, 1909，he 
triumphantly piloted his creation in the Skles 
above the Piedmont hills behind Oakland， 
Staying aloft desplte astrong wind,forabout 
20 minutes. Then suddenly the bolt holding 
the propcller to the shaft failed and the flight 
cametoanear-catastrophicend.Fortunately， 
Fong wasm tseriously hurt 了 Spite of the 
abruptenda to his aerial adventure, Fong had 
demonstrated he had developed a machine 
that could be kept under control while in 
fliicht. Thls impressive achievement did not 
go unnoticedinthepress. TheanFramciscoO 
ExXG7iner came Out with the headline:“Chi- 
ncsc Leaves Whites Behind in Aviation 一 
Oakland Genius Make First Flight on Coast 
in Craft Driven by Home-Made Motor.” 

Fong continued to Improve his design. 
After many trials he finally succeeded in 
人 ying a biplane with a 73 HP engine and 
capablc cfatop airspeed of around 65 milles 
perhourin afour-minute 人 light without mils- 
hap on January 18, 1911, atElmhurst. 
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The imperial Chinese govermnment， 
hearing of Fong Yue's accomplishments， 


offeredhim acommaissiontobein chargeof 


a planned Chinese army aviation corps. 
Fong Teturned to Guangzhou，China in 
early 1911 with several youthful associ- 
ates， However, unstable political condi- 
tions were unfavorable for his career，In 
March of that year, a German avlator was 
Scheduled to give demonstration flights at 
Yantang, a Guangzhou Suburb. While on 
his way to _ watch the show，Fuqi，com- 
mander of the Canton garrliSOn,， Was 3SSaS- 
Sinated by arevolutionarles. Shortly after， 
onthe 29th day ofthe 3rd moon，an abor- 
tive Uprising was undertaken by the revo- 
lutionary forces.A number were executed 
and later buried at the slte of the present 
Mausoleum ofthe 72 MartyrsatHuanghua 
Gang in Guangzhou. A few months later， 
the Wuchang Uprising occurred, marking 
the end of the Manchu dynasty， 


FINAL FLIGHT 

Under these conditions Fong could do 
litte to show his talents; although it ls 
alleged that after the Wuchang uprising 
Fong told the Guangdong Revoluuonaries 
hewouldorganizeanaerial group for intel- 
ligence Surveilllance in anorthern military 
expedition.Butthe Manchuemperorabdi- 
cated before the plan could be executed. 

On August 25, 1912, Fong Yue made 
his final flight at a demonstration at Yan- 
tang. Flyingatmorethan 100 feetelevation 
for several milles, his plane suddenly dove 
to the ground before the horrified gaze of 
thousands of Spectators. Fong was fatally 
injured，He was only 29，His body was 
interred at Huanghua Gang near the Mau- 
Soleum of the 72 Martyrs. 

Contemporary with Fong Yue was 
Tom Gunn [Ian Degen], born in 9an Fran- 
cisco，Oct. 13，1890.， Tom took flying 
lessons in aviation Schools operated by 
Curtiss and the Eaton brothers，In March 
1912hepassedthetestfortheF.A.I.certifi- 
cate and is thought to be the first licensed 
Chinese pilot in the US, with license No. 
131 dated June 19, 1912. 

However, there were no jobs for pllots 
in those days when aviation was still in lts 
infancy. Supporters of the republic then 
made overtures to Tom to fly for the Chi- 
nese governmenb and in 1913 he sailed for 
Hawaii，then to the Philipines. Fellow 
Chinese in these places treated him as 3 
hero and he gave a number of exhibition 
fights， After his arrival in China in about 
1913, Tom drifted among the various rival 
Iegimes in the country: Healsoreturned to 
the US in 1916 and in 1919. Soon after his 
lasttrip TomGunnmetanuntimely death in 
China. He was then around 30 years of age. 

Another early Chinese American avia- 
tor was Arthur FE.Lym [Lin Fuyuan], born 
in SF'S Butchertown in the 1890s， Ar 
tractedbythe glamourofaviation,Lym ob- 


tained a pilot's license at San Diego's Curtiss 
Elying School in 1913. In 1914 he went to 
China with the New Era Aeroplane Co, estab- 
lishedby members ofthe Chinese Constitution- 
alistPartyintheUS.Fromthe 1920"Suntil after 
World War I, Lym worked in China in avia- 
tion. He died in Hong Kong in 1963. 

The Revolutionary Party and its successSor, 
the Kuomintang, also expressed an early inter- 
est in avlation, esSpecially lts potential for mili- 
tary use. The Story was told thatatthetime of 、 
the 1911 Revolution,supporters of Sun Yat-sen 
intheUygraised funds to purchase six airplanes 


to Support the revolutionaries， Unfortunately， 
atthattime there were no Chinese pilots avail- 
able who could fly the machines. Shortly after 
theestablishmentofRepublic ofChinain 1912， 
Sun Yat-sen and the Kuomintang were forced 
outofthe governmentinBeijing,bheadedby the 
machiavellian Yuan Shikai。 After failing to 
topple Yuan in amilitary uprising, Sun and his 
followers wentinto exileagainand Soughttoes- 
tablish an opposition regime in the South. 


NATIONAL SALVATION 

By that time the outbreak of World WarI 
had seen the firstmajor applications of aircraft 
for military uses. In 1916 Sun Yat-Sen TIe- 
quested the Kuomintang in the US purchase 
several airplanes for military use by his forces， 
In1917theKuomintangintheUs began organ-~- 
izing flying schools and recruited young Chi- 
nese Americans to learn flying and serve the 
Ievolution。 The slogan“National Salvation 
through Aviation”became popular. Since Chi- 
nese Americans in those days had few opportu- 
nities for upward mobility in US society, least 
of all in aviation, anumber answered the call. 

One oftheearliestChinese American flyers 
who servedtheKuomintangregime wasYoung 
Sen Yet[Yang Xianyil，known as the founder 
of the Chinese Air Force. Young was borm 识 
Hawaii the third son of wealthy Honolulu rice 
merchant Young Ahin, a staunch Sun Yat-sen 
Supporter. As aboy of 11, Young Sen Yat had 
listened to Sun speak in Honolulu and became 
a convert to the Tevolutionary cause.

The Japanese threat to China's sover- 
eigntyinthe 1930spurredtheKuomintang in 
the US to increase efforts in the " Salvation 
through Aviation” campaign. Enthusiasts 
established aviation clubs in various centers 
of the Chinese in America. Aviation schools 
Were founded in Portland, Oregon, in 1932 
andin San Francisco in 1933. Both operated 
for about a year. After the outbreak of the 
Sin0-Japanese War,the Chinese Six Compa- 
nies Organized another School in San Fran- 
ciscoin 1938. This institution ran until 1939. 

About 150 to 200 Chinese Americans 
learned aeronautical skills in these clubs and 
Schools and went on to serve the small and 
outnumbered Chinese air force. [This is ex- 
clusive of Chinese Americans who served in 
the US Air Force and were sent to China 
during World War II.] Two female pilots, Li 
Yueying and Huang Guiyan, also graduated 
from the Portland school and went to China. 
But they could not break through the barrier

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Improved economic Opportunities for Chi- 
neSe Americans in the US, as well as chaotic 
political and economic condituons in China 
after the war didn't provide much incentive 
for them to seek careers in China， 

Early Chinese American aviators who 
went to China had mixed molivauons: 
namely, the glamour of aviation, a scarch for 
better Opportunities and a desire to Scrvc 
China. Their number was relatively small， 
butthey played an importantrole in stimulat- 
ing the development of Chinese aviation 
during its formative years， However during 
the entire period of their involvemenb China 
never became a Strong air power, becausec i 
was difficult to build and maintain such 3 
force in a poor agricultural nation with lim- 
ited technical personnel and few industries. 

Nevertheless，the Story of the Chinese 
American aviators andtheirrole in the devel- 
opment of aviation in China is a fascinating 
Story and 3a reminder of the many ties be- 
tween China and Chinese American history.
